THE CHINA ASSOCIATION. 


Sevrras. highly important speechea vere 
delivered ‘at the annual dinner of the 
China Association held in London on 


November i. Thia was inevitable in 
view of the striking developments which: 
are so rapidly taking place in the Far 
Fast. Mr it. 8. Gundry, C.B., the Chair- 
man of the Associntion, drew special 
attention to the significance of the sud- 
den revival of the refurm movement 
which started ten yeara ago but which 
seemed to have been engulfed in a wave 
of reaction. The moyement was now, 
he said, stronger than ever and seemed 
endowed with a vigour which defied’ 
supposition of failure. Mr Gundry ex- 
pressed full sympathy with the natural 
aspiration of the people of China to 
raise the country to the level to which 
her boundless possibilities justifies her 
in endeavouring to reach. The Associa- 
tion, Mr Gundry declared, entirely 
sympatbised with genuine, practical re- 
forms but was impatient becauso these 
seemed to be neglected in favour of 


“bureaucratic motamorphoses and official 


China’s legitimate aspiratione, It wad 
only when it seemed to the. Association 
that the aspirants had strayed from tlie 
path of true reform that the Associa- 
tion took stand which might 
seam.to Inck sympathy. Tho cauéé of 
‘true: reform in Chittu'iwns also "their 


a 


cause. Mr Murray Stewart's speech was 
heartily cheered, it evidently being 
thought that Dr. Morrison's remarks 
might be construed into a charge of wait 
of sympathy against the Association. 
We hardly suppose that Dr. Morrison 
liad any such intention in mind but, in 
any event, his speech cannot but do 
good. In fact all the speeches made 
mist help the people at Home to a better 
understanding of the position in China. 
And that is a great -romsummation. 
When understanding comes difficulty, 
doubt, and danger disappear. 

The award of the Nobel prize for 
literature to Mr Rudyard Kipling will, 
or should, give satisfaction in every 
part of the world’ where the British 
Hag flies. While some of Kipling’s 
work scarcely rises above the level of 
the jingo ballad dear to music hall 
frequenters he has written much that 
will endure, Abvuvo all he has sueceed- 
ed if reviving the pride of tho British 
Bri- 
tishers were, hefore Kipling shone 
forth, displaying a tendency to yeild 
to the craven fear of being great. 
While there is no excuse for foolish 
boasting it is proper that we should 
remember that we have the greatest 
Empire in the world and that the 
history of civilization is largely the 
history of the British race. To Kip- 
ling is due the credit of reviving our 
recollection of the glorious past and 
encouraging us to facé what will bea 


race in their great traditions.

ended on the 30th of Suptembor last. Tho 
Company had 81 steamers of its own at 
work throughout the 6 months, their 
agyregnte tonnuge being 264,000 tons 5 and 
that it used 9 vessels lent by the Govern- 
inont, aggregating 35,000 tons, jn nddition 
to some chartered ships about which pnvti- 
culars are not givon. Tho goods carried 
were sover 1,600,000. tons, the passengers 
exceeded 340,000, and the total distance 
traversed was more than 1,840,000 nautical 
miles, All those figures are unparalleled 
in tho Company's annals, 


is scen that there was great activity in the 
coust-wise trade in domestic waters, and o 
large movement of merchandise, eapecially 
on the Hokkaido line. Snghalien also 
shipped a considerable quantity of produce 
and thus’ the figures as regards cargoes 
wore very sutisfactory. On the other 
hand, the oxcessively low rates of freight 
resulting from compotition after the war 
did not show any sign of mending until 
towards tho close of the term, and this was 
supplemented by the prevalence of an 
epidemic, by tho grent fire at Hukodate 
and by thé flodds in summer. Al! those 
unfavourable factors militated against the 
services’ earnings which were, consequent- 
ly, by no means in proportion to the work 
done. s 

Among the lines in home waters, that 
from Kobe to Otaru by the West const 


ceased to receive any subsidy from the 
State on the 30th of September, 1906, but 


was nevertheless continued on an in- 
dopondent basis, Subsequently, however, 
Japanese vessels hecame very numerous in 
these waters, and the Company, feoling 
that its sphero Iny rather in foreign seas, 
and seeing that.theso vexsels constituted 
truthworthy carriers, gare up the service 
in their favoyr, especially in vivw of the 
greatly improved railway facilities and of 
the fact that no inconvenience would be 
caused to tho coastwise centres of trade.

As to Nowchwang, 
the occasional shallowing of the Liao 
River owing to a deficient rainfall 
interrupted the transport of besus and 
bean cake, so that the export of these 
staples was: much reduced. At Tairen, 
in consequence of the opening of ‘South 
Manchuria, the movement of gems out- 
ward and inward showed an increase;.and 
on the sido of Corea the export of rice and 
other staplea to Japan was considerable. 
{n tho case of Vindivostock, agricultural 
produce carrjed to that port by the East 
China Railway showed some progress. 
Outwurd cargoes from Japan, however,

+ - JAPANESE PROVERBS. 


» An Interesting Paper. 

Atamevting of the Yokohama Literary 
Socisty ‘on Nov. ..27, Lyofessor E, W. 
Clements, of Tulyo, gave a most interesting 
talk on ‘* Same Jnpaneso Proverbs.” We 
learn from the ‘Japan Herald” that 
Profossor Clements said that tho study of, 
proverbs was not only interesting, but 
instructive. It was interesting because it 
presented so many contrasts and conpuri- 
sons in an amusing way; it was inatruc- 
tive because it taught ong so much about 
the ideas and idenls of a peoplo. His col- 
lection numbered about 450, but he 
presumod there were many thousands, 
His talk that evening could — not 
be described as a lecture ; it would 
rather consist of a series of runniag com- 
ments on Japanese proverbs. Professor 
Clements then quoted a number of Japan, 
oxo proverbs arranged in various cycles, 
and in many cases gave the parallel to be 
found among Western proverbs, The 
Japanose proverbs, *Scen at night, ab a 
distance, under an umbrella, an ugly wo- 
man scems beautiful,” found its equivalent 
in tho Western proverb, ' Distance lendy 
enchantment to the view,” while ‘A blind 
man does not fear « snake,” vas paralleled 
hy tho Western saying, “Where ignor- 
anco is Dliss ‘tis folly to be wise.” Tho 
idea of ingratitude found its expression 
in tho proverb “To havo the hand bitten 
by the dog it feeds." In some cases tho 
Japanese proverbs, conveying: the samo 
iden, were more dignified than the Western 
proverbs. For instance, the sayings ‘* Cur- 
ryiny cunts. to Newenstle " and ** Touching 
your. grandmother to suck eggs” found 
their expression in the Japanese proverb 
+ Proaching to Buddha." The moral of the 
poem ** Bruce and the Spider" was convey- 
ed in the proverl) “To fall seven timos 
and rise eight.” The Western proverb 
“Never look a gift horse in the mouth” 
found its eyuivalont in the. Japanese 
sayings ‘Don't the temper 
of sift, “Even 
summer a wadded garment is: a good 
gift.” The unalterability of the laws of the 
Medes and Persians was expressed by the 
Jwpanese in the proverb * Imperial decrees 
aro like porspiration ; it nover goes back.” 
Instend of the Occidental expression 
“ Light-fingered,” the Japanese used the 
term “longhanded,” while the phrase “The 
nearer the church the farther from grace,” 
was paralleled by the Japanese proverb 
‘ At the base of the lighthouse it is dark.” 
The thought conveyed in the sentence 
“Pake the beum out of thine own eye” 
was expressed by tho Japaneso in the 
phrase ‘Chase tho flies away from your 
wn hand"—although the Oriental proverb 
was not quite as dignified as the Occidontal.
